Nagasaki there are said to have been 


40,000 Christians. But in the beginning 


of the seventeenth centurv, the government 


and people, provoked to hostilities, rushed 
upon the work of exterminating Christiani- 
ty, and by fire and sword, by most inhuman 
tortures, and by every conceivable atrocity, 
cruelty, and murderous invention, too effect- 
ually: atcomplished it. On one of these 
hill-tops which I have seen (which one I 
know not), was laid the scene of martyr- 

dom for thousands on thousands of the 


Christians of Nagasaki. If one half that 
has been related of that scene be true, it 
was terrible, even beyond the slaughter of 
St. Bartholomew’s—and yet it was sublime. 
It is ible that the feeling and temper 
of the apanese have softened in the lapse 
of time ; but it is difficult to understand how 
such mild, plodding, and inoffensive people 
as we saw, could be wrought to such a pitch 
ok madness, and nerved to deeds so horrible. 
To commemorate that strange victory, and 
to show their contempt for the religion which 
they had blotted out, the Japanese, for many 
years, had a solemn ceremony of trampling 
on the cross. Of late years, I believe, the 
ceremony has been given up, because it has 
lost all significance and interest to the peo- 
mde the alan J generations, most of whom 
w nothing of its origin and history. 

It would be a matter of interest for one 
to find out the particular hill which has been 
spoken of as the “Hill of Martyrs ;” to 
tread upon soil where Christianity was ex- 
amid groans and tears, at.a period, 
when, amid sufferings and _ perils equally 
heroic, our fathers were struggling to give | 
Christianity an existence on the shores of a 
new continent. The blood of the martyrs 
is the seed of the church.” There are seeds, 


_ that, having been buried for centuries, will 


germinate in a warm and moist soil, which 
the sun light visits. The blood which s0 
long ago sank into the soil of Japan may 
. even be such seed; and generations and 
centuries hence it may be producing a hun- 
dred fold. It is even possible that there are 
now living, those who shall see Christianity

For the Pacific. 
Letter from Rev. « J. C. Holbrook, 


Mr. ‘Eprror.—Agreeably to your re. 
quest, ‘and that of other friends in San Fran- 
cisco, I drop you a line, giving information 
of our safe arrival at this place this morn- 
ing, after a very narrow escape from foun- 
dering in the Gulf of Tehuantepec. Noth- 
ing of especial interest occurred after we 
left San Francisco, except our putting into 


tlemen who had been in attendance as wit- 
nesses in the New Almaden Mine case, and 
who were to proceed by stage to the city of 
Mexico. We pitied them as we saw them 
go ashore, and thought of the long and tedi- 
ous journey before them. They were ex- 
| pecting fully to be attacked on the way by 
guerillas or highwaymen, as Bayard Taylor 
was in 1850, and therefore had few valua- 
bles with them. What a country where 
travellers count it as one of the almost cer- 
tain incidents of a trip across it ey 
shall be robbed! 

We did not go ashore and could see but 
little of the town. The harbor proper, at 
the mouth of the Santiago river, is small, 
and defended from the sea in part by a 
breakwater. An old wooden dilapidated 
fort crowns the height of a small eminence 
and frowns defiance on all approaching foes, 
but which we could have easily taken with 
our party and the old swivel on board our 


| ship! All was a la Mezicaine. We putin
